AN UNUSUAL HAPPENING 

In to-day's Daily the list of candidates elected to the various 
offices upon the Students' Council is published, and every leader 
mill note with a good deal of surprise that all the places but two 
were filled by acclamation. The question naturally suggests itself, 
"Is this a desirable state of affairs at McGill?" The answer, we 
feel, must be a decided negative. 

It is all very well to say that in many cases there was but one 
man who was "in the running" and that to put up another can- 
didate would entail a certain amount of useless trouble and ex- 
pense; the fact remains that the amount of true "college spirit" 
existing at the college is nearly always to be gauged accurately by 
the interest taken in the yearly elections to the posts upon the 
Council, and that when a state of affairs is reached in which in- 
sufficient interest is taken to insure at least two candidates for 
each office that state is one of stagnation, or something painfully 
like it. 

We can all remember the stirring contests of other days, when 
feehng sometimes ran rather high, and practically every student 
waa made to turn up at the polls and oast his vote one way or the 
other, and it is only with regret that we learn that there is to be 
no such election this year. Surely with the return, &\ least in part, 
of peace conditions, it was to be expected that the undergrad- 
uates would show a renewed interest in the choice of the men who 
were to represent them upon the governing body of the students. 
It is true that the notice given was none too long, but if the men 
had been truly awake to their duty in the matter this would not 
have prevented the handing in of the names of many more men 
than have been presented. Such a lack of enterprise augurs rather 
ill for the future. 

It is not that we are attempting to cast any aspersions upon 
the composition of the new Students' Council or the student staff 
of the Union. We think that the men whose names were brought 
up were excellent representatives of the best element of the college. 
None the less, we should like to have seen them given "a run for 
their money," and we feel that we are not overstating the matter 
when we say that such is the feeling of most of the candidates 
themselves.

Some years ago Miss Shedlock was 
visiting in Paris and was very for- 
tunate in obtaining interviews with 
many of the well-known writers of the 
time, among these was Alphonse Dau- 
det. When she received a note from 
the son to say that his father, al- 
though in bad health, would be very 
pleased to see her the following day, 
she waa overjoyed, for nhe had a 
great admiration for Daudet, and had 
scarcely dared hope that an opportun- 
ity of meeting him would be granted 
her, Daudet, at thia time, was in such 
ill-health that he waa unable to walk 
across the room, but he still retained 
bis interest in the events of the day 
and was noted for his kindness to 
strangers. 

In speaking of his works, Miss 
Shedlock said that Daudet loved his 
characters and lived with them In' 
their joys and lorrosvs. There is 
no bitterness In his writings. He 
differs from Zola in his presentation 
of life and human nature. Dickens 
and Daudet have sometimes been spo- 
ken of together, but in reality they 
have little in common. Dickens re- 
joices In the peculiarities of his char- 
acters, Daudet, while snowing the 
humorous aide, tries to soften the pic- 
ture. Place Tartarin and Pickwick 
side J»y side, and it la Tartarin who 
lives In our heart. 

As soon as Daudet leaves 'tn« sub- 
ject of the South, a note of peesim- 
lam creeps into his work and one no- 
tices the difference Immediately. In 
apite of all bis trial* and expériences 
he remained a child till the end, and 
one finds in his books the fault* but 
also the charm of a child looking at 
life and portraying it with a maater 
hand. He aees all the colours of 
life, and writes always la the pres- 
ent. He regarded his work as some-
